To End Foreign Aid 


Wash ngton, D. C., Congressman 
/illiam M. Colmer, (D) of Missis- 
ippi, made a valiant, but unsuc- 
essful attempt on the floor of the 

House to terminate foreign 
economic aid. Pointing out that 
it was justifiable in the begin- 
ning, he compared it to a cancer 
which was ‘spreading year after 
year until it threatened’ to destroy 
the whole economy of the coun- 
try.
